Transplanted Glands May Be 
Revolutionary New Discovery 


By ALTON L. BLAKKSLEE 


Associated Press Science Reporter 


NEW HAVEN, Conn,—(AP)—One of the great potential revolu- 


tions .in medical science was disclosed today. 


•Three sick men and women have been given glands transplanted 


from very premature babies to turn out hormones for new health. 


It is an amazing and promising 


experiment in giving humans new 
spare parts. _ It may lead to many 
new methods of treating a variety 
Of diseases. 


Transplanted Glands 


Little pieces of glands were tak- 


en from unborn babies and put 
nto stomach muscles of two men 
and a woman. The men got adre- 
nal glands because their own adre- 
nals had stopped 
making hor- 


mones, including cortisone. 
The 


woman got a thyroid gland, after 
her own sick thyroid was removed. 


Animal tests indicate the new 


gland bits will stay alive, grow 
and make hormones. It is still too 
early to tell about the humans. 


If it works for them, humans 


someday may get new glands to 
control diabetes without insulin, a 
jland hormone; to replace sex 
glands, to control thyroid diseases, 
even perhaps control some kinds 
of cancer. 
New glands might 


come from animals as well as hu- 
mans. Humans might be-.able to 
replace wornout or lost sex glands, 
realizing the monkey gland expe- 
riments 30 years ago of the late 
Dr. Serge Voronoff. 


;Nerves, Too 


Human or animal bodies might 


supply successful transplants of 
nerves or blood vessels or other 
spare parts that would take root 
and stay alive or growt 


The big secret is using embry- 


onic tissue—glands or other parts 
from very young, unborn humans. 
Only embryonic tissue and some 
cancer tissue can be transplant- 
ed and stay alive in another body. 


The fact? to date, and the future 


potentials, were disclosed in re- 
ports of research at Yale univer- 
sity medical school. 
They were 


described during a tour of cancer 
centers sponsored by th« Amer- 
ican Cancer society.

Transplanted Glands May Be 
Revolutionary New Discovery

NEW HAVEN, Conn—(AP)—One of the great potential revolu- 


tions m medical science was disclosed today. 


Three sick men and women have been given glands transplanted 


from very premature babies to turn out hormones for new health. 


It is an amazing and promising 


experiment in giving humans new 
spare parts , It may lead to many 
new methods of treating a variety 
Of diseases. 


Transplanted Glands 


Little pieces of glands were tak- 


en from unborn babies and put 
into stomach muscles of two men 
and a woman. The men got adre- 
nal glands because their own adre- 
nals had .stopped making hor- 
mones, including cortisone. 
The 


woman got a thyroid gland, after 
her own sick thyroid was removed. 


Animal tests Indicate the new 


gland bits will stay alive, grow 
and make hormones. It is still too 
early to tell about the humans 


If it works for them, humans 


someday may get new glands to 
control diabetes without insulin, a 
gland hormone; to replace sex 
glands, to control thyroid diseases, 
even perhaps control some kinds 
of cancer. 
New glands might 


come from animals as well as hu- 
mans. Humans might be able to 
replace wornout or lost sex glands, 
realizing the monkey gland expe- 
riments 30 years ago of the late 
Dr. Serge Voronoff. 


Nerves, Too 


Human or animal bodies might 


supply successful transplants of 
nerves or blood vessels or other 
spare parts that would take root 
and stay alive or grow, 


The big secret is using embry- 


onic tissue—glands or other parts 
from very young, unborn humans 
Only embryonic tissue and some 
cancer tissue can be transplant- 
ed and stay alive in another body. 


The facts to date, and the future 


potentials, were disclosed in re- 
ports of research at Yale univer- 
sity medical school. 
They were 


described during a. tour of cancer 
centers sponsored by^ th« Amer- 
ican Cancer society.

Avoid Overexertioii If You 
Have Parkinson's Disease 


A large number of people—no 


one knows exactly how many— 
are affected by a condition which 
is shown principally by muscular 
shaking and is variously 
called 


Parkinson's disease, paralysis agi- 
tans or shaking palsy. As a rule, 
the disease begins slowly, usually 
in one hand, and the 
shaking 


which may not be present all of 
the time, is present when at rest. 
Some loss of muscular strength 
and stiffness may be noticed at 
the same time. 


Muscular movements tend to be 


performed more slowly and with 
greater difficulty. 
Some 
other 


symptoms, especially a tendency 
to lack of expressiveness in the 
face, may be present. 
Sometimes 


severe anxiety or mental or physi- 
cal shock seems to bring on the 
symptoms. 


The same symptoms may come 


from infections, especially what is 
called epidemic encephalitis, which 
is a virus infection of the brain 
sometimes spoken of as American 
sleeping sickness. 
When Parkin- 


son's disease develops from this 
cause, it is as 
likely to be as 


common in women as in men and 
may come early in life. 


It is a nervous condition be- 


cause it comes from damage to a 
certain portion of the brain not 
connected with the thinking proc- 
esses. Probably the most common 
form is that which develops in 
older people—men more often than 
women—as a result of some" ob- 
scure process which may be con- 
nected with hardening of the ar- 
teries or some other unknown 
cause. 


Conditions May Improve 


The shaking may improve from 


time to time. 
Parkinson's dis- 


ease develops slowly and 
tends 


to last for a great 
many years. 


There is no pain and the mental 
condition is usually normal except 
perhaps alter the disease has ex- 
isted for many years when think- 
ing may be somewhat slowed. 


People who have this condition 


regardless of the nature of that 
which produced it, should be es- 
pecially careful to avoid getting 
overtired. Although medicine does 
not have any cure or completely 
satisfactory treatment, there are 
several drugs which 
are 
often 


helpful in controlling the tremors.

Don't Be Afraid lo Discard 


By OSWALD JACOBY 


Don't be too discouraged when 


Lhc opponents manage to make 
the initial meld before your side 
does. The chances are that you 
will lose points on the hand, espe- 
cially if the opponents find it easy 
to pick up the discard pile and 
make a good start towards several 
canastas. Resign yourself to a 
probable loss, but make sure that 
the loss is not a disaster. 


Just remember that the oppo- 


nents cannot make all the ca- 
nastas—unless you help them to 
do so. And the way you can help 
them make nil the canastas, curi- 
ously enough, is by refusing to 
give them anything at all. 


If you have several four-Card 


melds and one or two three-card 
melds, it isn't going to be fatal if 
you throw them a fourth card or 
melds. You expoct them to nmke 
even a fifth card in one of those 
a few canastas, and it doesn't 
much matter if you give them a 
bit of help early instead of late 
in the hand. 


It uould be fatal, however, to 


stow away in your hand any card 
that could possibly help the ene- 
my. Such a line of play makes it 
impossible for you to go out, and 
now your only hope is that your 
partner can go out. (It's a cinch 
that the opponents won't bother to 
meld out wh«-n they'ie on such a 
fine scoring spree.) 


And if your partner has adopted 


the same method of playing his 
hand, he also will be in trouble— 
and the hand will drag on and on. 


When such a hand drags on, 


the opponents keep picking up the 
discard pile and keep scoring. 
What you avoided giving them 
early in the hand you have to 
give them later on. There is room 
in your hand for only 11 cards, 
after all, and when the opponents 
meld enough different combina- 
tions, it isn't possible to keep 
everything. 


The only safe defense is to play 


it dangerously at the beginning. 
Throw away what you cannot use, 
even if those discards seem to 
help the enemy. Concentrate on 
melding out or on building to help 
your partner meld out. In that 
way you will eventually be able 
to end the misery by melding out 
before too much damage has been 
done.

without noticing it. The next 
player drew a card from the stock 
pile and then noticed my mistake. 
What happens? 


A—Nothing happens. The next

"The aim of Socialism is to establish a workers' republic," it 


says. 
"In the achievement of this aim it is necessary to acquire 


possession of the state power so as to transform capitalist society 
into Socialist society by the dictatorship of the proletariat. 
The his- 


tory of capitalism leaves no room for illusions regarding the behavior 
of the capitalist class when it is fighting for its life aganst the ad- 
vancing workers. The responsibility for the destruction of the civil 
liberties of the bourgeois Democratic state lies clearly and solely £"t 
the door of the ruling capitalist state. That class has shown th'at 
when the decisive hour approaches, the conflict between the classes 
assumes a violent character.

"Workers' councils, organized in direct response to a growing

I used to send the'sand- 
wich with "everything" back for 
the plain one I'd ordered carefully 
in the first place—only to dis- 
cover that all the cook did was 
scrape off about half of "every- 
thing,'1 returning the sandwich in 
a slightly used-looking condition. 


Now I just keep what I get. But 


I haven't given up ordering what 
I want.

that I might as well give up and 
just order a sandwich without

instructions about leaving 


anything off I.said, "Nothing- do- 
ing." 


After all I wasn't asking for

And foi the life of me I can't see 
why everybody in the world has 
to have "everything" on a sand- 
wich—just because a short-order 
cook is used to piling everything 
on.

waitress, or car-hop to the sand- 
wich maker and on to the owner 
of the joint, if he happens to be 
around.

Assistant Supervisor Sproul 
Raps $800,000 Bridge Proposal 


Assistant Dixon Township Supervisor F. C. Sproul today went on 


record as being flatly opposed to the $880.000 bond issue for the pur- 
pose of building bridges in Lee county. 


Sproul, who - also opposed the 


recommendation of the issue when 
the county board of supervisors 
voted to place it on the April 8 
ballot, made the statement in an 
interview yesterday. 


Tax Hardship 


Sproul said that the already 


"overburdened taxpayers" of the 
city of Dixon and the surrounding 
community will face a tax hard- 
ship in paying for the plan. 


"When you get your tax bill 


this year," said Sproul, "and find 
that on a $6,000 assessed valuation 
in 1950 you paid $117.78 in taxes, 
and this year the valuation on the 
same property will be more than 
$40 higher, then you will ask your- 
self, 'Should I vote any more taxes 
on myself?'" 


Seven-Cent Hike 


If the bond issue carries, accord- 


ing to Sproul, the cost for $100 
valuation will raise seven cents— 
not just the 4.2 cents as previous- 
ly announced. The reason for the 
greater raise, said Sproul, is be- 
cause of the drop in assessed val- 
uation because of the transfer of 
utility capital stock of the Pub- 
lic Service Co. from Lee county 
to Chicago. 
This transfer, ex- 


plained Sproul, will drop the val- 
uation $7,634,107 than the 1950 
figure, thus throwing the addi- 
tional burden on the individual 
taxpayer. 


"Another important reason I am 


opposed to the plan," said Sproul, 
"is because this program was hur- 
riedly prepared with very little 
thought to the future. 
They al- 


lotted Hamilton township, whose 
assessed valuation is less than four 
per cent of the county, 27^ per 
cent of the benefits." 


No Bridges Here 


"Dixon 
township," 
continued 


Sproul, "pays more than one-third 
of the taxes of the county and gets 
no bridges or very little benefit 
from the trade area in which these 
bridges are to be located." «• 


Sproul also emphasized the fact 


that most of the supervisors who 
voted to put the bond issue on the 
ballot did not mean by that vote 
that they were in favor of the 
program. 


"They voted to put it on the 


ballot so that it would be up to the 
people to make the decision if- they 
wanted to raise their taxes," 
Sproul said.

Illinois Law 


The law says Illinois voters 


"may write in the name of any 
other person affiliated" with the 
party whose ballot is used. 


However, when a paper ballot 


is used, the law requires that the 
voter "indicate his choice of such 
candidate by placing to the left of 
and opposite the name thus writ- 
ten a square and placing in the 
square a cross (X)." 


Voters who use machines may 


write the name of a candidate in 
a slot provided on the machine 
above the name of the office. The 
writing is recorded on a roll of 
paper. 


Court Ruling 


The Illinois supreme court held 


in 1920 that a write-in vote shoule 
be counted even though not spelled 
correctly, provided there is some 
relation between the sound of the 
name as written and the name of 
an actual candidate. 


Walter Lindgren, assistant Illi- 


nois attorney general who handles 
election matters, said at Spring- 
field that the first name of a can- 
didate should be written if there 
would be any doubt from the last 
name alone as to whom is meant.

as far as he could. He died before 
passersby could put out the fire 
and free him.

To Save Lives of 
Lambs and Calves 


CHICAGO —(AP)— Developing 


of a highly potent vitamin E con- 
centrate may save the lives ot 
thousands of lambs and calves this 
spring, the American Veterinary 
Medical association said today. 


Workers at Michigan State col- 


lege have learned that the concen- 
trate, known as Alpha Tocopherol, 
can prevent in animals a condition 
known as "white muscle" aiseas*. 


The disease, believed due to a 


shortage of vitamin E, can cause 
calves and lambs to die of heart 
trouble. . 


Symptoms m lambs include slow 


movement, leg stiffness, 
arched 


back, pneumonia and difficulty m 
breathir-g;. Calves may develop a 
founder-like stiffness, show respira- 
tory 
symptoms or 
stand with
